DANGEROUS DELAY 


Sept. 17, 
Those acquainted with the 
niceties of diplomatic intercourse 
and the temperament of the 
British Minister at Peking will 
realise that the revelation by

Various reports regarding the 
‘stage of the enquiry, Restraint 
nd patience have been display: 
ed by the British community 
recognition of the difficult 
which the Chinese Government 
have experienced and are still 
experiencing. ‘There " shculd, 
however, be some reciprocity. ‘A 
month ago, an apparently aus 
thentic report from Nanking 
indicated that General Chen Yih's 
enquiry had, to all extents and 
purposes, been abortive, This 
Was almost immediately coi 
tradicted by well-informed 
opinion. It was shown that 
General Chen Yih was making a 
second visit to Soochow in order 
to follow up additional clues. 
Since then he hi rrned to 
Nanking and, presumably, he 

been in a'position to eubmit 
eport to the President of 
the National Government and 
Commander-in-Chief by whom it 
Was peremptorily " ordered. 
Making all allowances for the 
slowness of oficial procedure 
in any Government office, it is 
still necessary to be critical of 
the delay which is now oceurr- 
ing The position has advanced 
considerably from that in the 
first week in June when the 
local Chinese authorities denied 
even the presence of Mr. 
Thorburn near Quinsan, denied, 
in fact, that any Chineso soldier 
had been killed, although one of 
them was actually dying in hos 
pital in Shanghai, It has not 
been admitted in so many words, 
but the mere fact that the second 
enquiry by General Chon Yik was 
undertaken establishes the 
Chinese Government's cognisance 
of Mr. Thorburn’s adventure and 
disappearance. 

Most important fact of all, the 
results of Mr. A.L. Scott's care 
ful investigations have so fa 
held the field, Nothing has 
happened to rebut Mr, Scott's 
findings in any material regard, 
The only question which re- 
quires an answer is how Mr. 
Thorburn met his death, and 
when, because it is unfortunate- 

certain, by this timo that his 
disappearance must connote the 
extreme improbability of his be- 
ing now alive. General Chen Yih 
should have been able long ago 

e at definite conclusions. 

It le to pretend that 
investigations would involve a 
great deal of research. Military 
units do not disappear into: thin 
air, Their commandants are 
known and able to make reports, 
and General Chen Yih’s authority 
as sufficient to have elicited 
complete information as to all 
the happenings within the mili- 
tary area where Mr. Thorburn 
disappeared. It seems, there- 
fore, pertinent to remark that 
every day now passing without 
the presentation of his report 
will enhance the embarrassment 
of the Nanking Government. 
The Thorburn Case raises “a 
vital issue. Unless the Chinese 
Government can convince the 
British Minfster that frank and 
appropriately serious attention 
has been paid to” this allegation 
of very grave neglect of the 
duties, which any civilised 
Power owes to the nationals of a 
friendly country, the relations 
which have hitherto governed 
the transactions between the 
{two cotntries must be fundamen. 
tally prejudiced, 
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iven rise to an 
impression whieh would be most 
dungerous if the authorities at| 
Nanking allowed it to gain in 
strength. It is suggested that| 
certain sections of Chinese 
opinion are hugging the delusion 
that the present patience of the 
British community in China will 
become merged in an attitude of 
indifference dnd that this will be 
scratefully seized by the much 
preoccupied Foreign Office in 
London as an excuse for relaxing 
their efforts for the proper and 
correct reply to Sir Miles Lamp-| 
son's stringent inquiries. This| 
delusion is entirely unwarzant-_ 
ed. Let this point be made in 
the clearest possible terms. Lord 
Reading has weightily indiested 
‘that there will be continuity of 
polivy at the office over which he 
now presides. In the matter of 
this Thorburn Case Mr. Arthur’ 
Henderson's attitude was. in- 
capable of any misinterpretation. 
Me firmly instructed Sir Miles 
Lampson to bring to the notice 
of the Chinese Government their 
obligations in the matter in the 
most courteous, but, for all 
their courtesy, the most unmis- 
takable terms.” The British com- 
munity in China is profoundly 
impressed by the ‘need for 
exercising friendly forbearance 
nd for cultivating cordial rela- 
tions with the Chinese Govern- 
ment, Nor is it unmindful of 
the spirit in which this attitude 
has been accepted. Their for- 
hearance must not, however, be 
confused with ‘complaisance. 
Nothing has done miore to per- 
turb the foreign communtty— 
it is safe here to speak not only 
for the British on this point— 
than the unsatisfactory manner 
in which this Thorburn 
investigation has been handled. 
Jt goes to the root of the uneasi- 
nossa whieh finds expression in 
criticisms of the negotiations 
rogarding the abolition of ex- 
traterritoriality, ‘That _uncasi- 
ness Is not decreased bys th 
that, if the Chines 
nt had treated this, 
affair from the — start 
normal lines they would hi 
heen given’ a great oppertunity 
of reinforcing their own well 
understood views on that major 
iysue, The inability of the 
Government to recognise this 
fact and thefr subsequent pro- 
crastination has raised insist 
ent doubts of their power to 
fulfil obligations solemnly: under 
taken. This is not said with the 
object of discrediting Chines 
pledges. Tt is put forward as a 
strong inducement for. the 
abandonment by Nanking of 
further hesitation over this case. 
It goes without saying that the 
report to be presented to H. M.

While, therefore, an association 
might usefully develop discnssion 
of policy and, even, help to 
frame policy, it should carefully 
consider whether its work could 
not be better performed without 
adding to it the functions of an 
electoral college. It couid guide 
its electors rather than bind 
them.

No 
national association here can 


exist without adopting a con- 

ructive policy. The idea that 
it can be used to hammer home 
nothing but destruetive criticism 
would be rejected at once by any 
‘one seriously attempting to 
bring such an organisation into 
being. There is, indeed, in the 
British community a strong, if 
not very vocal, desire to look to. 
the future ‘rather than to 
entrench itself uselessly in the 
past, 

Leadership is wanted. It is 
at times a source of deep regret 
to many that so little signs of 
suich leadership are forthcoming. 
The result is that British 
opinjon is often misrepresented 
and, worse still, is s0_ often 
‘capable of misinterpretation. It 
is amazing, imes, to ‘find 
how loud are some declarations 
of alleged policy and how small 
fs the esteem secured for them 
when whatever test is available 
is applied. The reasons are re- 
cognised. "There is little facility 
for ensuring free and frank dis~ 
cussion of the political, social 
and industrial questions of the 
day in Shanghai. There is a 
tendency to pay undue regard to 
the imagined solidarity of. the 
unreceptive mind. The peculiar 
conditions under which a for- 
eign community lives away from 
its homeland, naturally put a 
premium on’ what passes for 
orthodoxy. Healthy heterodoxy 
is too little encouraged. ‘Then 
too the close interdependence of 
interests within the community 
tends to stifle the expression of 
views which appear to be un- 
usual, In plain words there is 
a great need for leadership. The 
honourable part played by the 
British in China and in the de- 
velopment of Shanghai makes it 
unthinkable that in the future, 
which lies not so very far ahead, 
they will have no lot. "Younger 
members of the community, 
eager to win their spurs, do not 
believe that they have been 
brought out under false pre- 
tences to a blind alley occupa- 
tion. Nor do they believe that, 
under changed conditions—dif- 
ficult, novel and strange—they 
‘will be less able than their pre- 
decessors to earn the goodwill 
and confidence of their feilow- 
residents here. ‘These young men 
fare not prepared to take as 
gospel the jeremiads which find 
so much currency in between 
vague disew 
merits of all other races on the 
face of the earth. They ¢o not 
despise experience and know- 
ledge; they know that both are 
essential to the wise guidance of 
the community. They ask simply 
for a leadership which rejects 
defeatism and dichardism alike. 
They believe that it can be ob- 
tained and they are prepared to 
help in any organisation likely 
to produce it. 

Leaders do not spring ou! of 
‘the ground. ‘They come when a 
community shows itself capable 
of formulating policy and stand- 
ing behind it. Now, when Brit-

attitude thereto of the Munici- 
Pal Couneil must be vigorously 
canvassed, it seems to be most 
appropriate to take in hand the 
organisation of a British asso- 
ciation in Shanghai, It need not 
encroach on the privileges of 
existing bodies; it may rather 
derive benefit from their friondly 
countenance. Indeed it is satis- 
factory to observe that at least 
one of those bodies is sctively 
encouraging the — movement, 
They have done and are doing 
useful service in their own 
limited field. It no longer covers 
all the ground, ‘They will pro- 
bably welcome a wider-flung net 
for the capture of the collective 
ideas of their community. In 
this way it should be possible 
for progressive,

ed speed was officially set a

more than six miles a minute. 
Such a speed is almost beyond 
belief and that it has been 
possible of. attainment is a re- 
markable tribute to the man who 
flew the machine, and the skill 
of the designers, engineers and 
co-operated in 
producing the Supermarine 
Rolls-Royce S6B seaplane, which 
has proved to be the ‘fastest 
machine in the world. This com- 
bination of men and machine is 
not a purely fortuitous circum- 
stance, It is the result of long 
and exhaustive study of aeronau- 
tics, patient _ experimentation 
with models, the careful train- 
ing of personnel to manage these 
powerful machines, and many 
trials to bring them under such 
control as to ensure safe but 
fast flying speed. 

The pitch of perfection in 
aeroplane construction is to be 
seen in this marvellous machine. 
The rough-and-ready principle 
of speed used to be the greater 
the engine power the greater 
the speed, but the history of the 
Schneider Trophy, which is the 
history of fast racing planes, has 
demonstrated the other" im- 
portant factors which ensured 
the success at Calshot. These 
machines are built practically to 
fit the air through the process 
of stream-lining, The powerful 
Rolls-Royce engines develop one 
horse power for 12 ounces of 
weight. ‘The designer, Mr. R. J. 
Mitchell, who also designed the 
winners’ of the 1929 Schneider 
contest, and the designer of the 
whole ‘range of Supermarine 
racing seaplanes, was able to 
build a machine this year with a 
size and wing area not more 
than the old machine and yet 
able to carry a heavier engine, 
larger floats and an additional 
150 Ib of fuel and oil. 

A careful combination of small 
modifications was responsible 
for the additional speed, and al- 
though nearly 400 miles an hour 
seems incredible Mr. Mitchell, 
after the 1929 contest, was able 
to declare on an authority which 
his products have justified, that 
500 miles an hour is within 
sight and even a higher speed 
possible provided the human 
factor is able to keep pace with 



































that the human factor is capable 
of controlling a machine at 
over six miles a minute and 
the limit has not been reached. 
‘The strain—or thrill—of such 
so colossal a speed can be 
described only by the man who 
experienced it, but to the specta- 
tor it may be’ appreciated only 
by comparison. In order to 
check such a speed the machine 
must fly very low, sometimes 
not more than 100’ feet or 150 
feet above'the sea level. One 
error and disaster is inevitable.

‘Znamensky, has delayed the depart- 
ure of this. official from Mukden 
to Moscow, as he is still busy trying 
to get the release of the Soviet 
citizens who were arrested 
Harbin and thrown into a military 
prison in manacles.

Thurgood told the Pro- 
uvator that on Saturday evening, 
‘after the receipt of a report of th 

murder from a Chinese con- 
fhe, accompanied by ~other 
detectives, immediately proceeded to 
the house in question and saw a 
woman, who was later identified as

bed. On examination of the room, 
it was found that another woman, 
Kao Zauesze, had also been mur- 
dered.

“However with bright and 
dry weather during the next fort- 
night a erop of about 70 per cent. of 
normial may be looked forward to. 
Most of the mills in the interior 
‘whose consumption of the raw 
material has always been concentrat- 
fed in the local “growth are now 
diverting their ‘attention toward 
absorbing supplies of raw cotton 
from foreign countries. Had 
it not been for the. firmness now 
boing experience in the yarn market 
and the prevailing unfavourable 

conditions, our market 
would have manifested very much 
lower rates. However, no matter

not to watch the hole in tl 
road, The hole is there and 
eannot be taken away. Nor is it 
exactly to warn off motorists or 
pedestrians who might fancy 
falling into the hole. ‘There are 
flags by day and lamps by night 
to give warning to any motorist 
with his usual faculties. And 
‘the pedestrian who would be 
0 foolish as to venture into the 
middle of the road, even for so 
reasonable a purpose as falling 
into the hole, would undoubtedly 
be cut down by some passing 
vehicle long before he got so far. 
Circumstances seem to point 
that the flag-watching depart- 
ment’s duty is simply and solely 
to watch the flags. ‘There seems 
to be nothing else for it to do. 


At the Point of Danger 
The second 
flag-wateher 1 to is 
obviously new to his job. You 
n sce Without effort that he 
keen for promotion, At 
Fesent, he is stationed next to 
‘the southernmost flag by the hole, 
It is the point of danger. For 
the northern flag is nearer the 
* middle of the road than the 
other and thus further from the 
stream of traffic: motors can 
pass it with a good margin. But 
the southern flag is so situated 
that motors, especially tho 
turning out of into Rou 
Voyron, have very little room in 
which to manquvre, The second 
assistant deputy flag-watcher, 
being a more conspicuous object 
than the tlag he is there to wateh, 
is thus often taken as the mark 
round which these motori 
turn their cars. And the 
resultant narrow shaves would, 
in any case but that of the 
‘second assistant deputy, provide 
enough excitement to ' cause & 
revulsion of feeling against the 
profession.

Mr, Millard quite frankly ex: 
plains in the preface to this book 
that although it in no sense con- 
tains the authoritative views of the 
Chinese Government, he himself has 
for a long time been an employee 
of that Government. This frank- 
ness disarms criticism up to a 
point. But Mr. Millard'’s book has 
22 definite value in its presentation 
in compact form of various official 
Jdocuments regarding extraterritor- 
fality, and in particular the text 
Jof Chinese Goyernment mandates 
fon the subject. When, however, he 
attempts to make out a case for 
abolition he is less useful and by 
no means convincing. He lays a 
good deal of stress on the necessity 
to show that the Chinese Govern- 
ment by unilateral declaration can 
abolish extraterritoriality, treaty or 
jno treaty. To do this he relies on 
‘8 rather extravagant extension of 
the doctrine of rebus sic stantibus, 
(On reflection he must admit tha 
that doctrine is of comparatively 
recent growth and it has not yet 
reached the state of removal from 
the atmosphere of legal controversy.
